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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: First off the applicant is arguing that the previous 
presented drawings on April 28, 2008 do not contain new matter and pointed to paragraph 17 in the specification. However the cited 
paragraph does not explain the relationship on how the spring is mounted to the wire basket then attached to the handle, thus drawings 
contain new matter. The applicant then goes on to argue that '166 teaches away from having the handle move. First there is no explicit 
language that the prior art states that teaches away from having the handle move. '166 states that the handle does move on the fulcrum 
point (see rejection for citation). The rejection shows that it well known (by the cited reference) that items attached to a dishwasher can 
swing downwards from a vertical position under the force of gravity. 
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
